Vancouver, IS. C, March JO.— About 4 
o'clock this morning as the steamer 
City of Seattle was endeavoring to 
berth at Evuns, Coleman & Evans wharf 
a thick bank of fog rolled in front of 
the steamer, hiding everything from 
view. The steamer got out of her bear- 
ings and rammed the iron .ship Bank- 
ieigh amidships on her port side, cutting 
into her like cheese. So great was the 
impact that nine beams were smashed 
inside the vessel, the plates torn away, 
and the iron vessel was cut almost to 
the water line. The wharf, against 
which the ship was made fast, was also 
pushed out of place. The damage to 
the wharf is said to be about $8,000, 
and to the Biinklcigli $20,000 at least. 
Little damage was done to the Seattle. 
The steamer was libeled for $03,000, 
but gave bonds, and got away this even- 
ing. This is the third accident of a 
similar nature in which the City of Seat- 
tle lias figured here, each case being due 
to fog. The boat was crowded with 
passengers going North,

The British House of Commons 
fused to put the present government out 
■ >f power on the question of Army Re- 
form, but at the same time it gave the 
government strictly to understand that 
it hud no belief whatever in Mr. Brod 
rick's ideas, or, we should say, the ideas 
c.f that officialdom which Mr. Brodrick 
represents. Anything in this connection 
that members of parliament overlooked 
during the debate, the newspapers have 
supplied since the debate. The Times, 
the Morning Post, and the Daily Mail, 
whatever they are, are not the party 
organs of any section of the- opposition, 
and of the three, it would be difficult 
to say whose criticism is the most 
scathing. The Times remarks "that the 
weight of argument and opinion lias 
been distinctly against them," i. e., the 
government. The Morning Post regrets 
the want of concentration on the part 
of the attacking force; while the Daily 
Mail speaks of "the crowuing and the 
fundamental error of Mr. Rrodriek's 
scheme." The opposition and provincial 
press is equally definite and equally hos- 
tile; while the elector* in the constituen- 
cies seem ready to vote for any brand 
of candidate who may be proposed, pro- 
vided he is not a supporter of the admin- 
istration. Like most British govern- 
ments after the conclusion of a peace. 
I be government is becoming unpopular. 
Iteturoed to power upon the war issue, 
its ideas upon domestic questions appear 
in bi' radically different from those of 
i he people at large, ami it is astonishing 
how soon the strongest government in 
< treat Britain crumbles before a lios- 
tile public opinion, and with what ease 
and celerity the people turn it out. There 
is little or no organization of the con- 
stituencies with a view to the return of 
the government candidates by mechani- 
cal means such as we are familiar with 
mi this continent. Of organization on 
the grounds of opinion and policy, there 
is abundance, but of organization apart 
from opinion and policy, there is very 
little. On many accounts we may safely 
anticipate a change in the British gov- 
ernment. The present party has been 
in as Ion;; as any one party usually holds 
office in Great Britain. It is besides 
face to face with an entirely new com- 
plexion of politics from that of a war 
policy, and seems to have lost touch with 
the people. It made an astonishing 
blunder, from a political point of view, 
in the alliance with Germany. It is un- 
likely that the ministry had any con- 
ception of the hornet's nest they were 
In bring about their ears. The alliance 
probably appeared to them as a very 
good stroke of every-day business, but 
it has stirred a feeling in Oreat Britain 
of whose intensity we have very little 
conception here. It is hardly a ques- 
tion then that the present government 
will not be succeeded by one drawn 
from the Conservative Unionist party. 
The question is what will succeed it. 
To our mind everything points to Hoso- 
bery. We do not see how he can be 
overlooked, or how a government, with 
any one of the Liberal factions domin- 
ant, could possibly endure. If it is 
Kosebery, he will be in a very different 
position from that which he occupied in 
1806. He will be able to dictate terms 
and to nssume a real leadership, based 
upon that -political watchword of his 
own coining, efficiency. We naturally 
view the possibility of such changes as 
it affects colonial interests. The end of 
the present government will almost cer- 
tainly mark the close of Joseph Cham- 
berlain's career as a controversial poli- 
tician, lie is nearly (IT years of ace 
now. anil by the time its demise may 
be reasonably expected, will be more 
nearly 70, no time of life to take up 
the parliamentary opposition necessary 
to secure re-entranee into olllce. Mr. 
Chamberlain would naturally gravitate 
to the Lords, where he could still lie 
of use to the British race he has served 
no brilliantly. There would be another 
reason for his practical retirement, and 
so far as the Empire is concerned a most 
satisfactory reason, in that be would 
hardly be in opposition to the colonial 
policy of Lord Kosebery and Sir Charles 
Hilke. The two latter were colonial 
Imperialists before Mr. Chamberlain had 
fully emerged from the chrysalis of muni- 
cipal polities. The Empire, in to us 
its only real meaning, the reciprocal re- 
lations of the colonies with the Mother- 
land, would be safe in the hands of Lord 
Kosebery. He could he trusted to han- 
dle the Little Knglatlders with as great 
ability as Mr. Chamberlain has shown 
in dialling with an equally dangerous ele- 
ment on his own side, the element that 
Interprets Empire as meaning a special 
prerogative exercised by Croat Britain. 
There is every room for confidence there- 
fore that whatever changes domestic af- 
fairs may bring about in Great Britain 
her Imperial policy will remain contin- 
uous, and be directed in the best inter- 
ests of the Empire and particularly of 
the self-governing colonies. 



be met in an accommodating .spirit. 
When we oomo to . the rela- 
tions, however, between the Grand 
Trunk * Pacific and the Canadian 
Northern, the precise nature of the situa- 
tion is not by any means so clear. It 
seems to be assumed in Ottawa that the 
two systems are antagonists, but that 
the only question is as to the terms 
Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann can secure. 
Apparently the Canadian Northern sys- 
tem West of Winnipeg is essential to 
the Grand Trunk Pacific scheme, te- 
causo the government could give no as- 
sistance to a line duplicating it. At the 
same time the Canadian Northern sys- 
tem West of Winnipeg is highly essen- 
tial to the Canadian Northern system 
East and South of Winnipeg, whereas 
that part of the road docs not specially 
concern the Grand Trunk Pacific scheme. 
To us it appears that the Canadian 
Northern occupies very linn ground. If 
It is necessary to the plans of the other 
road that it should be absorbed, the 
necessity is likely to be an expensive 
one. British Columbia is in a position 
to view the whole matter with great 
equanimity. The province of British 
Columbia is evidently a most important 
factor in the situation, and the very 
powerful leverage it possesses should 
turn out to be of great advantage to the 
people of British Columbia.

The New York correspondent of 
London Times sends to that highly re- 
spectable organ a long apology and ex- 
planation of the appointments made by 
the United States to the Boundary com- 
mission, lie says among other things: 
"It must be remembered that the Alaska 
Treaty is one for the appointment of a 
mixed commission of three members 
from Grent Britain and three from the 
United States. This commission is not 
here regarded as an arbital tribunal, 
though it was oddly described as such in 
the King's speech. The members of 
the commission on either side are not 
arbitrators. They are in each case rep- 
resentatives of each government." This 
is entirely different from the view of the 
tribunal by Seiiater Turner in an in- 
terview the other day. lie said that the 
tribunal was a judicial one to settle a 
leg'll question, presumably be meant by 
the rules of law and evidence. What 
Senator Turner meant to imply was that, 
in such a matter a lawyer could divest 
himself of political bias, just as a judge 
could try an election case no matter on 
what side of politics liis sympathies lay. 
If Senator Turner and the King's Speech 
are both wrong, the New York corres- 
pondent of the London Times may he 
right. He says further, that Canadian 
public opinion is influenced by a desire 
to injure Sir Wilfrid Laurier on the part 
of his political enemies. That is evi- 
dent • of two things on the part of the 
New York correspondent of the London 
Times, ll) a perverted imagination in 
regard to Canadian affairs, and (2) com- 
plete and total ignorance of Canadian 
public opinion. The foreign correspond- 
ence of the London Times is supposed 
to be, and generally relied on as being 
fair and accurate. In this case it is 
neither fair nor accurate. It is not even 
ingenious.

THE RAILWAY SITUATION. 

The railway situation a! Ottawa, in 
which British Columbia is very definite- 
ly interested, must be developing fea- 
tures of great interest.

Apparently the Grand Trunk Pacific 
scheme has been so modified that it no 
longer contemplates an Eastern ter- 
minus nt the most Westerly point of 
the present Grand Trunk system, but a 
lino pushed through to a seaport some- 
where in the neighborhood of Quebec 
Doubtless this modification Jins been 
adopted to allay the opposition of Que- 
bec, and the Maritime provinces to any 
company receiving assistance from the 
people without an effective terminus at 
u Canadian port. . That part of it is 
clear enough. It was fairly obvious 
"from the beginning, that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific scheme could not prosper, 
so far as public subventions are con- 
cerned, in the face of active hostility 
from Quebec, and the Maritime prov-

Many of the cities and counties in the 
United States annually observe an in- 
stitution called "Arbor day" which is 
devoted to. the planting of -shade trees 
mi roads and in public places. It is a 
beautiful custom, ami one we might 
well copy, if not in the exact manner 
of its observance, certainly in the idea 
which inspires it. In and round Vic- 
toria there is little need of trees for 
actual shade: we are fairly well sup- 
plied in that respect. But we have a 
climate suited to many varieties of tree 
and shrub, but rarely seen here, whose 
introduction would greatly add to the 
beauty of the city's environs. We owe 
a great deal to dead pioneers who im- 
ported trees and shrubs suited to our 
climate. We would not willingly be 
without our broom, or the beautiful trees 
of holly which dot the gardens in our 
suburbs. That, however, is no reason' 
why generations to come should not owe 
something to us. An avenue lined with 
stately elms, or beeches, or lime trees, 
is not merely in itself one of the nobles! 
sights on earth, hut next to. perhaps 
even surpassing, the effect nt' line archi- 
tecture, it .-peaks of the possession of 
a culture inherited lor general ions. Some 
effort should he made in Victoria to 
arous,. interest iii this subject. To en- 
rich and beautify still further, our sur- 
roundings in I his way would not cost a 

very severe effort. A litth -operation 

and organization would accomplish won- 
ders. 

The scarcity of skilled mechanics con- 
tinues to exercise the manufacturers of 
Ontario. They declare there is employ- 
ment for ."i,<l(K> skilled ebailics in On- 
tario, and that they are not to be got. 
Ontario has for many years been feed- 
ing the whole North American continent, 
particularly the United States. with 
skilled mechanics. They left Ontario 
because wages, hours of labor, ami 
steadiness of employment were better 
in other parts of the continent than in 
Ontario. The manufacturers of Ontario 
can tempt (hem back, or secure others 
just as good, by making wages, hours of 
work-, and steadiness of employment bet- 
ter in Ontario than in other parts of 
the continent. A part of the country 
where policemen are paid $1.50 
is not likely to be attractive to a 
mechanic or any oilier kind of mi 

The City Council took the proper 
course in passing the Library Site By- 
law last night. The mayor and alder- 
men may think themselves well out of 
it in not having to choose the site them- 
selves. Because sonic are certain to 
he dissatisfied whatever site is chosen. 
Where the people make the choice, how- 
ever, the malcontents will be in the 
same unfortunate position as Cnto, who 
was forced by the logic of events to 
admit that the cause be favored was 
impleading to much more powerful ele- 
ments than I hose he represented. The 
practically unanimous desire of the citi- 
zeifs of Victoria is to have the site ques- 
tion disposed of as' soon as possible, and 
the library building erected with the 
least possible delay. 



The industrial situation in Vancouver 
does not appear to be improving. There 
is something far wrong when every in- 
dication of good times in British Colum- 
bia seems to be the signal for an ex- 
tensive crop of labor disputes.

Canadian capital controls the street 
railway system of St. Paul and Minnea- 
polis, is heavily interested in the iron 
and steel industries of Alabama, con- 
trols the new railways uniting Havana 
with Santiago de Cuba, electric light 
and railways of San Paulo Brazil, and 
is now engaged in providing electric 
power for the capital of Mexico. 

It is a long lane that has no turning. 
The arm of the law has at last laid 
its clutches upon Mr. Whittakcr Wright 
and has separated him from the enjoy- 
ment of his ill-gotten gains. His prose- 
cution will be of great interest to Brit- 
ish Columbians, as he made this prov- 
ince the stalking horse of some of his 
most daring and unscrupulous opera- 
lions. If the full story of his manipula- 
tions in reference to the l.e Koi mine 
should ever come to be written, it will 
make a story more interesting than 
many a romance. 

The story told by the returned Cana- 
dian members of the South African con- 
stabulary emphasises the condition of 
affairs in South Africa to which Mr. 
Chamberlain had reference in bis some- 
what pessimistic utterances. It is evi- 
dent that over there, there is in exis- 
tence all the time, in every department 
of life, a scarcely veiled hostility be- 
tween the two races, Dutch and British. 
Another thing which is just as evident 
is that this feeling of hostility will have 
the effect of driving Britons out of South 
Africa, and of preventing them from 
going in. No settler is likely to occupy 
a farm on the veldt, where himself and 
his family will be ostracised ami held in 
hatred by all his neighbors. If members 
of the constabulary find it easier to get 
out of the country than to endure the 
conditions of life existent in it, isolated 
settlers with family responsibilities are 
certainly not going to face it. Without 
a white laboring population, South 
Africa is bound to become increasingly 
Dutch as the years pass by, except 
when? a cosmopolitan European popula- 
tion is attracted by mining or industrial 
development, and in that fact lies one of 
the very gravest of problems for Im- 
perial statesmanship. It is impossible 
for us to rcgret'that South Africa is nut 
proving attractive to Canadians, Canada 
needs all Che men of her own stock she 
can keep. It will be long before the 
population of this country overflows in 
a tide of emigration Which will be wel- 
comed at home.

A. A., and 
nu ardent supporter of the Athletic 
Association. He was 2!) years of age. 
His fatiher. J. A. Anderson, provincial 
auditor, and several brothers and sisters 
mourn his loss.
